NKW USES fOIl GLASS. 


The United Status COIIMI! at Lyons has 


recently reported upon a new kind of 
pavement which has for some months been 
in use in Lyons, and has satisfactorily 
withstood the cilccts of heavy ti-afllc. 
It 


ii muilo of aliiss prepared iu a peculiar 
manner, the product beini; known .as co- 
r.-unic utono. The factories where, this mu- 
tcriul is tire-pared arc ot great extent, and 
we arc told that iu tlie yards were seen 
many tons of broken bottles, which the 
superintendent described as their 
"raw 


material." 
Tho treatment 
consists in 


heating tlie broken glass to the melting- 
point, and then compressing it by hydrau- 
lic pressure and forming it into moulds. 
For pnving purposes the glass is made 
into bricks eight inches square, and is 
scored witii cross lines, so thut when the 
pavement is completed it resembles a huge 
chess-board. The glass loses its transnur- 
cne.y und brittlcness, unil is said, to bo 
devitrL'icd; it is ;is cheap as stone, and tar 
more durable, it will resist crashing, 
frost and iicuvy shocks, and ean lie em- 
ployed for tubes, vats, tiies, chimneys, etc. 
It is avuilablo for all kinds of dccorutive 
purposes; and a largo building; made of 
tlie material 
will form 
an attractive 


object at the, Paris exhibition next year.—

come to tho stomach as to the palate. In 
all birds those parts arc most IInil which 
ili-c most exercised; therefore, the wings, 
aud iu the larger birds tho legs, are com- 
monly the toughest. Tliollcsh of wild birds 
in general, though more digestible, is less 
nourishing limn that of quadrupeds, being 
dryer on account of the constant exorcise 
which birds take.
